Woodrow Wilson Is the twenty- 
eighth President of the United States, 
reckoning Cleveland's two terms as 
separate ones because he was the opiy 
President serving twice who was not 
re-elected. 

Virginia |.:mIs iti the mttlvitjr of 
Presldent.s. liirht .if ii. r s-..ns— Waah- 
ington, JefTerson, Madison, MoarpS^ 
William Henry Harrison, Tyler, Tay- 
lor and Wilson— have held the highest 
olTlce In the gift of the nation. 

(Jhiii has given six naiivi. sons to the 
Presidency. They were Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, BenJafDih Harrison, MoKln- 
ley and TafL 

Of all the vocations in life the law 
has fnrni.shed most l'ri"^Idi-iiTs. Nine- 
teen Chief Executives of tho United 
Static were lawyers at the time they 
were elected. Three are classified as 
statesmen; two as soldlera, two as 
farmers, one as a public official. 

Seventeen Presidents have been col- 
lego men; one was ifradnated from 
West Point; nine had no collegiate ed- 
ucation. 

English paternal ancestry bas pre- 
dominated among all the Presidents. 
Fifteen were of Engli.sh e.vlrai-tion. Six 
were Scotch-Irish, three were Scotch, 
two were Dutch, one was Welsh. 

The youngest President at the time 
of Inauguration was Roosevelt, who 
waa 46. The oldest was William H«n>7 
Harrison, who was C8. 

Of aU the Pr«iidsnta 3q 
lived to the <M»H age, 
when ho died.

A great deal of good cattle country, 
especially In the foothills of the moun 
tains, is a neglected resource which 
ought to be producing good returns. 
The high prices for food animals which 
hare attracted general attention this 
autumn ehould stimulate grazing where 
the land still is low priced and the pas 
turage abundant. Kentucky Is not pro 
ducliiK anything like the nutnhor of 
cattle a State so situated, and with 
such advantages of climate and soil, 
should market. Many farma need cat- 
tle for their fertllizlnfr value, and wher- 
ever feeding can be done prnfitaljly 
the actual profit la Uu-ger than the ob- 
vious and Immediate dollars and cents 
profit, because the farm on Which more 
Is fed than Is grown Is being built up, 
while that on which mure Is grown 
than Is fed Is being run down. 

There baa been for some years com 
plaint that despite the much-talked-of 
American shoi-tage of most animals 
farmers have not received good prices, 
and have not been encouraged to raise 
animals for the market. The prices 
realized thia year are auch that no 
complaiut of that kind con be mad 
and when the farm building value of 
stock faj-mhiK l« considered the com- 
plaint wan 1 erli.'ip.'j n.'ver uu reAsonable 
as it seemed to those who left out of 
consideration that important factor. — 
Courier JenmaL
